For the past four years, Lipscomb University has 
been home to 26 students from Madagascar, the 
largest group of such students at a university in the 
United States. Over those four years, many of us 
have grown to know them, and they have become a 
special part of the Lipscomb community. In the fall 
of 2008, these students enrolled at Lipscomb after a 
rigorous selection process through which they 
earned the opportunity for a college degree paid for 
by the Malagasy government. The journey has not 
always been easy. During their first year at 
Lipscomb, the students learned of a coup in their 
native country. This meant the lives of loved ones 
were in danger; the country's economy was crippled 
and the president who pledged to pay for their 
education was deposed. However, the new 
government later decided to honor the original plan 
and continued funding their tuition. Many have not 
been able to go home to see family in the four years 
since they arrived in Nashville. Others have 
overcome language and cultural challenges, but all 
of them have accomplished their mission of 
completing an undergraduate degree at Lipscomb. 


The students’ families were able to watch the 
commencement ceremony streamed live on the 
university website. Some of the students’ families 
were even able to attend the ceremony. In addition, 
Madagascar's former ambassador to the U.S., 
Jocelyn Radifera and his wife, Erna, were present at 
May graduation. 

To many of our Malagasy friends, Lipscomb was 
not just another stepping stone to a career. 
“Lipscomb was more than just a school. It's a 
community. I will remember the fellowship that I 
had with my friends and also my involvement in the 
community. The Lipscomb community has been my 
family since 2008 and will always have a special 
place in my heart,” said Noaritamby Rakotoarilina 
(’Tamby’’), who graduated with a business degree 
in Financial Markets. We will miss our Malagasy 
friends very much!

Once every spring semester, afternoon classes are 
canceled so that students can participate in Service 
Day. Students are divided into groups that spread 
out across Nashville and the surrounding area to 
serve the community. This year, more than 750 
Lipscomb students and faculty volunteered at 57 
sites around Nashville including: the American 
Red Cross, Daystar Ministries, Habitat for 
Humanity, Radnor Lake, Youth Encouragement 
Services, Healing Hands International, 
Rocketown, and many local churches. 


Students can earn SALT credit for the event. 
SALT, “Serving and Learning Together,” is an 
academic service-learning program designed to 
enhance students' educational experience. SALT 
credits are required to graduate. 
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Fairly new to the Lipscomb scene is the annual 
Dodgeball game sponsored by the SGA. Inspired by the 
comedy of the same title starring actor Ben Stiller, 
students sign up for the event in themed teams. The 
event appropriately takes place around Halloween every 
year. Every year, the event itself has a theme. This 
year's theme was “The Dodge Ball.” Every student that 
attended was given a t-shirt that looked like a tuxedo 
with the name of the event on the back. This year's 
winning team was Team Chef, which was comprised of 
a few members of Lipscomb's baseball team.

For nearly fifty years, springtime at Lipscomb has meant Singarama. More than 16,000 students 
have participated in the show over the years. It is impossible to measure on an individual basis the 
sense of accomplishment, the fun, and the friendships that can be attributed to Singarama. Armed 
only with their category, the students in each group develop their story lines, write scripts, choose 8 
songs and accompanying choreography, and design and create sets and costumes. The shows, 
evaluated by a panel of 18 judges, compete in three categories (theme, music, and staging) and in 
overall sweepstakes points. Each of Singarama’s four performances are judged on specific criteria, 
and the respective winners are announced immediately after each show. 

The theme for Singarama 2012 was “Air, Land and Sea.” This year’s show was held March 8-10 in 
Collins Alumni Auditorium. Singarama 2012 Hosts and Hostess were Rainey Lankford, Joe 
Muchmore, and Kelsea Ballerini. 


The first performance was “On the Air,” directed by Emily Sullivan. It featured performances by 
members of Delta Xi, Gamma Lambda, Kappa Chi, Pi Delta, Sigma Iota Delta, and other Lipscomb 
students. In “On the Air’, the cast of a well-loved sitcom gets devastating news... the show is being 
taken off the air!

Pitch Competition requires an enterprising student or a team of students to sell their innovative business idea before a 
team of judges.

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The Lady Bison declared their 
game against ETSU on February 
16 as Think Pink Night/Pack the 
House for Cancer Awareness 
Night. As usual, Think Pink 
Night included a load of 
contests, prizes, free t-shirts, and 
giveaways to ensure an 
entertaining night for everyone. 
Admission was free to everyone, 
but donation was suggested to 
the game's beneficiaries.

“In 
both halves we gave away too many second 
shots,” Bennett said. “A lot of ETSU’s points 
came off of offensive rebounds and some off 
of turnovers. We didn’t protect the paint or 
take care of the ball.” 
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The annual “Battle of the Boulevard” needs no 
introduction to most Lipscomb students. The rivalry 
between Belmont and Lipscomb is a staple of local 
sporting events. The Lipscomb Bison play the 
Belmont Bruins a couple of times through the course 
of each basketball season. In the first installment on 
“| January 6 of the “Battle of the Boulevard,” the Bison 
/| won 85-74 playing at Belmont. Adding to the 
excitement, the Bison also won 84-58 in the second 
game on February 3 at Lipscomb.
